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Redeemer Buoyed by NDP Minister’s Comments 
Redeemer College will be a front-runner 
if the Ontario government decides 
to recognize private universities, 


says Richard Allen, 


the new NDP colleges and universities minister.

Although not making any promises, 
Mr. Allen said the Ancaster-based 
Christian college has a solid 
reputation and would have a ¢ 
chance if the new government makes 
a move. 

He is expecting new recommend- 
ations on private universities to be 
among the first briefing papers he'll 
see as minister. The Ontario Council 
of University Affairs prepared the 
report. 

"The arguments are fairly 
compelling on one side, that these are 
principled people, people who are 


interested in good, quality education," 


Mr. Allen said in an interview. 
"I feel extremely positive that he 


thought of us," said Dick Kranendonk, 


Redeemer’s vice-president, 
administration and finance. 

Redeemer College, with an 
enrollment of more that 500, is 
permitted to grant a Bachelor of 
Christian Studies degree. 

Five years ago it requested full 
degree granting powers in the arts 
and sciences, although it wants no 
government funding because it wants 
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to protect its autonomy, said Mr. 
Kranendonk. 

Mr. Kranendonk said the college 
administration was very pleased to 
see Mr. Allen receive the colleges and 
universities portfolio because the 
former McMaster University 
professor has often visited Redeemer.

Previous governments showed a 
marked lack of interest in Redeemer, 
said Mr. Kranendonk. 

The new minister made his 
comments about Redeemer when 
asked about a proposal by former 
Tory education minister Bette 
Stephenson to establish a private 


university north of Toronto. 

"All l can say is Bette Stephenson's 
project seems to be a bit of the 
will-o’-the-wisp. It's ironic the very 
minister who was so adamant about 
there being no new accredited 
universities in Ontario should now, in 
her private life, be promoting a new 
institution. 

"A more likely contender - without 
giving an opinion about whether it 
should be granted or not - is 
Redeemer College in our own 
community, which is a private 
university sponsored by essentially 
the Christian Reformed churches," he 
said. 

Mr. Allen said the government 
must examine whether students from 
private institutions such as Redeemer 
should be allowed full benefits from 
the Ontario Student Assistance 
Program. 

Redeemer also wants its professors 
to be eligible for research grants if 
they meet the proper criteria. 

Viv Nelles, chairman of the Ontario 
Council of University Affairs - which 
will make its recommendations to Mr. 
Allen this month - warns Redeemer 
shouldn't get its hopes up. 

Recognition of private institutions 
is a highly complex matter, he said. =

On October 15, President De Bolster 
announced the LIFT campaign total 
had reached $11,394,788. Of that 
amount, $2.2 million is cash, with 
outstanding pledges making up $9.2 
million.

The Leadership Investment for 
Tomorrow (LIFT) campaign will 
launch the university into its second 
major development stage, of which 
the teacher education program is 
already in place.
